Because of changes in the in- 
ternational situation in the past | 
few weeks, Albany Mayor Joe 
Carlevaro has announced that 
“another look will be taken at 
Albany’s civil defense prepared- | 
ness in order to assure compli: | 
ance with needs at this time.” 


The mayor said that in recent 
weeks, officials of the City of Al- 
bany, together with heads of po- 
litical jurisdictions in the area, 
have become more aware of the 
need for renewing and updating 
thinking and preparedness relat- 
ed to civil defense organizations. 

Civil defense was a major topic 
at the September 8 meeting of 
Alameda County Mayors’ Confer- 
ence, which unanimously adopted 
a report by the Civil Defense 
sub-committee, reminding every- 
one that in these trying times 
careful consideration must be 
given to preparedness for any 
eventuality, Mayor Carlevaro 
said. 

The mayor, accompanied by 
Administrator James B. Turner, 
also attended a September 14 
meeting called by the chairman 
of the Alameda County Board of 
Supervisors to evaluate needs 
and promote county-wide cooper- 
ation and understanding of Civil, 
Defense requirements. 


A committee was eotasued to 
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formulate standards and require-| 
ments of a uniform nature for 
fallout shelters in all cities and 
towns in the county.
